Lieut. Wilder C. Clark and Lieut. /| Va. 
John Ekblon were flying. 
the third fall there this week. 

Lieut. Ekblon suffered severe 
bruises that will keep him in the 
hospital a few days. He is 24 years 
old, and resides in Mt. Vernon, N. f. 
Clark’s injuries were slight. He is 
22, and is from Cambridge, Mass. 
The plane fell from a height of 200 
feet, a mile south of the field. The 
only explanation was given by Lieut. 
Clark, who said they ‘were acting 
the damn fool.” 

There have been five fatalities at 
the field, all due to tailspins. Capt. 
Eugene Behrendt, ground officer at 
the field, explained today what a 
tailspin is, and why it is taught. 

As described by him, the maneu- 
ver may be an accident, or it may be 
attempted deliberately. It consists 
of a vertical dive, with the nose of 
the plain down, while the plane 
spins like a top, although not so 
fast. A plane in a tailspin drops 
at the rate of 1000 feet in 30 seconds. 

To come safely out of it, the flyer 
must begin flattening out at a 
height of not less than 1000 feet, and 
this is prescribed by flying regula- 
tions. Most of the accidents have 
been caused by flyers trying to come 
out of tailspins at lower altitudes. 

The maneuver is one of the most 
important ones taught, Capt. Beh- 
rendt said. It is the surest way of 
escaping an enemy who is attacking 
from behind or above. It also is 
taught for the purpose of instructing 
flyers how to recover when they get 
into it accidentally. 

At the meeting yesterday, attend- 
ed by 50 aviators and cadets, the 
flyers agreed to strictly obey reg- 
ulations, and not to attempt stunts 
for which they have not qualified 
by examination. It has been a fre- 
quent occurrence for some of the 
younger instructors to perform evo- 
lutions for which they are not qual-!

OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 


NE of the most interesting things since the 
() war began happened during the past week. 
Socrates, who had been through the paper 
pretty generally—who had talked with the Germans 
on page 2, interrogated the Austrians and Turks back 
in the quotations on foodstuffs, felt out pretty much 
everybody participating in the present unpleasant- 
ness, and therefore made what might be termed an 
exhaustive survey of the situation, sat down on the 
editorial page and told all our two-story thinkers 
what he made of it all. According to Socrates, there 
is displayed before us at this time what is perhaps 
the most interesting human phenomenon the world 
has known. He says that for the first time in his- 
tory we are about to have an opportunity to make 
out what the sum of human judgment amounts to. 
That is, when the war took on something of its pres- 
ent form, there was a widespread impression in the 
world that Germany would lose. That impression was 
not based upon military science. It might be said to 
have sprung from human faith in the right. It was 
due to what no man carried on his shoulder, but to 
what every man carried in his breast. 

What happened? Well, all those opposed to the 
Kaiser were pretty well pummeled. At least one 
great country, Russia, was absolutely put out of busi- 
ness. Yet the faith of humankind in eventual victory 
for the right persisted as serenely as if day by day 
the Kaiser’s hordes were being driven back and 
hemmed in. It is the consideration of that phenome- 
non in connection with what is now everywhere felt 
in the paper that Socrates is interested in. He has 
had for some time a theory that the sum of human 
judgment is at once infallible and the coming ruler 
of earth. It is something of which we have known 
almost nothing. Yet we have in this instance an 
opportunity to judge its capacity. It completely re- 
verses Napoleon’s opinion that God is on the side 
which has the most battalions. The Kaiser had the 
most battalions; yet the sum of human judgment fore- 
saw his defeat. 

Socrates says there isn’t anybody in the paper who 
doesn’t think the Kaiser is licked. That goes for the 
Kaiser himself. He says the way the German auto- 
crats are buzzing among themselves on the best means 
of getting out of a bad scrape makes page 2 sound 
as if somebody had cut a bee-tree. They did what 
probably nobody else ever shall be fool enough to do 
—opposed the sum of human judgment. They had 
everything with which to do it, and they have failed. 
There isn’t a man among them who isn’t by this time 
satisfied that it is futile. Socrates says there is a 
flaw in German philosophy at that point where it 
takes up the imponderabilia of might and right. 
They needed straightening out there, and they are 
getting it. It is taking a great many of us to do it, 
and it is making a mess of the paper; but Socratos 
says it is going to be worth it to get the Germans 
past that kink and thinking in agreement with every- 
one else, He says the Germans are good thinkers, 
but have an unfortunate faculty for getting things 
stuck in their heads. It would be a fine thing, in his 
opinion, if wits made in Germany, like most other 
things made there, were to be replaced, as most of

those other things are, by something of the same 
kind made somewhere else. However, the best we 
can do is to give their wits a good cleaning and oil- 
ing, pack them well with a firm grade of cup grease, 
and hope they will not give any further trouble. 
Germans were put in the world for a purpose, and it 
is our business to make that purpose serve. 

Mr. Antwine asked Socrates if he thaught the Ger- 
mans would succeed in getting out of fighting our 
army, which seems not to be anything like they 
Socrates said he did not think they would 
do that. He found everybody on our side interning 
their pacifists along with their alien enemies and 
other combustible matter, and it seemed pretty well 
understood that the great danger from this on is 
going to be a disposition to let the Germans off with- 
out first giving them everything they have earned. 
Mr. Antwine says this is no time to circle the wood- 
shed without stopping there for some of the kind of 
business that is done behind woodsheds in cases of 
this kind, and Socrates says we need not fear any- 
thing of the sort. He says the allies are going down, 
so to speak, through both pairs of pants; and the 
howls that will rise from behind the woodshed are 
going to be much the most repentant this world ever 
heard. 
Except for this survey of the situation, with its 
consequent exchange of views, there was very little 
going on in the paper during the week. Nobody 
much cared to attack. The allies don’t have to; and 
the enemy gets such a terrific wallop in the pit of the 
stomach whenever he goes over the top that he is con- 
tent to stay where he is and wait for the allies, when 
they get good and ready, to polish him off.
